—The Illinois State Weather Service 
furnishes the following data concerning 
tho effect of the weather upon the various 
crops for the week ending Saturday: 
The temperature of the past two week 
has been above the normal for the corres­ 
ponding period of the past ten years, ex­ 
cept in Randolph county where it was re­ 
ported as slightly below. 
Local showers 
during the past week have improved the 
appearance of crops in certain section« , 
but the majority of the 
o bserv ers report 
a great lack of seasonable ra infa ll. The 
deficiency is greatest in the section bound­ 
ed by a line drawn from Putnam to Pike 
to Saline to Livingston counties, except 
in Christian, Edwards and Wabash coun­ 
ties from whence an average weekly rain­ 
fall is reported. 
The ruinfall reported 
was purely local consequently there are 
mauy localities that have had no mois­ 
ture since the 3rd instant, the data of 
the last general 
rainfall 
throughout 
the State. 
Corn has 
improved some­ 
what in appearance in the sections visited 
by showers, but unless there is more rain 
soon the crop will be seriously damaged. 
Iu the section from Livingston to Ken­ 
dall county the condition # T the corn is 
reported as promising only from fifty to 
seventy-five per cent, of an average yield. 
In the other counties of the Northern 
Grand Division corn is in more promis­ 
ing condition but needs more rain. 
In 
the Central and Southern Grand Divisions 
the condition is between ninety and nine 
ty five per cent, of an average. 
The oat 
crop is neo-ly all harvested and the yield 
will be light iu the Northern, fair in the

Lawrence for a trip down the S t Lawrence 
river through the lovely s« *enery of the Thou­ 
sand islands. 
The steamer was gaily decor­ 
ated, and her captain put her at her best, 
covering the six teen miles between Cape S t 
Vincent and this place in short order.

« lid not land here, but slowed up and passed 
close in shore, the president and Mrs. Cleve- 
land staudin; 
« leck and bowing to the 
throngs that cruwiled the wharves here. 
Bunting was fly ing all over the town and G. 
A. R. post No. 410 had a gun out and gave a 
salute, which w as brought to a sudden termi­ 
nation by the disabling «*f the gun as the re­ 
sult of too heavy a l« *ud. 
The part}* was 
loudly cheered as the vessel swept gracefully 
past. 
The steamer pushed along then and wound 
her way through the channel» between tho 
islands, receiving salutes from y achts ly ing 
at anchor, and cheers from the people, who 
lined the shores. 
At Hound Island Park the 
steamer again show ed up, and passed close in 
shore. 
There the hotel flags were waving, 
while the cottagers lin« » .I tho rocky shores, 
waving their handkerchiefs and small flags. 
The landing held many of the hotel guests, 
and the same reception was gone through as 
at Clay ton. 
Across from Hound Island, two 
miles distant, is Thousand Island Park, the 
Methodist camp, which is the summer home 
of 10,000 people. 
The St. Lawrence ma le her 
w*ay in that direction, and when about equi­ 
distant from tho two places met the Cana­ 
dian steamer Spartan, from Montreal to Tor­ 
onto. 
The steamers passed in close prox imity 
but the foreigner mad« » no sign of recogni- j 
tion, notwithstanding the Union J ack floated 
from the St. Lawrence's peak. 
The turn-out 
of people at the park w as the largest encount­ 
ered, but no stop was made. 
All along this part of the voy age the cot­ 
tages on the islands were prettily decorated in 
honor of the presidential party . 
The trip was 
continued through the delightful scenery un­ 
til dark, when the steamer turned and started 
on her return trip, which was made still more 
interesting by the illuminations on the islands, 
nearly all of which showed a mas's of twink­ 
ling lights. 
Upon arrival here again a landing was 
made and the party took train for Alder 
Creek.

Removal o f sections of bone in surgical 
operations has heretofore been a long, 
tedious process, effected with mallet, 
chisel, gouges, etc,

unscientific method 
which could be adopted and sounds like 
the operative butchery which ex isted in 
the last cen tu ry . This has all been re­ 
formed by an invention called the electric 
osteotome, which is an instrument hold­ 
ing a circular saw at its ex tremity , re­ 
volved with lightning speed by an electric 
motor. 
Tliis, when held against a bone, 
makes a clean cut through it in a few 
seconds; in fact, its action is instantane­ 
ous. 
By holding the osteotome in a 
slanting p o sitio n 
wedge shaped pieces can 
be cut out with equal promptitude. There 
is no d an g er of the » aw cutting the soft 
pasts, as they are protected 
b y a re­ 
tractor, an instrument which is passed 
down and 
u n d er the bone.—Chicago 
News.
